Woman Has Proved Hertelf aa 
Efficient m Man in Every 
Phase of Work. 

The Economics Club neld a most 
successful meeting last night In tho 
faculty room of the R. V. C. Two 
highly Interesting papers were read by 
Mies L. Maedonald, '19, and Miss R. 
Rogers, '19, treating of "Woman's 
Work During The War," and "Wo- 
man's Work After War Time." Tho 
subject and the disinterested manner 
it was dealt with found all round ap- 
preciation. The sparkling humour of 
both writers was responded to by all 
present. Dr. J. C. Hemortbn, who 
was present, made some very Instruc- 
tive comments after the reading, and 
he was followed by all members in a 
general and lively discussion. 

For the benefit of those who could 
not be present we are printing both 
papers In full: 

"Wemen'a Wark in War Time." 

Women's work in war time, what 
they are doing, how they are doing it, 
and In how far they will continue to 
do It after the war, is our subject for 
this evening. I propose to consider 
the first two subdivisions, leaving 
the third and last to Miss Rogers' 
tender mercies. In the first place, 
let me say that more emphasis will 
be laid on those phases of women's 
war activities which have been, un- 
til the present time, considered es- 
sentially masculine, those which cur- 
rent opinion of ' ten years agq would 
never have associated with women. 
There was nothing remarkable in tho 
fact that as Booh as the need for 
socks, caps, mittens, etc., was an- 
nounced, women, yes, even little girls, 
should at once have resorted to 
grandmother to be taught how to 
knit, and that that art, practically 
lost for two generations should be 
brought to light again. There was no 
thing out of the way In the tremen 
dous response which greeted the ap 
peal of Queen Mary's Needlework 
Guild. Women always have sewn, 
ever since needles were Invented, and. 
In all probability, will oontlnue to 
sew until the end of time. It was Just 
a question of turning their energy 
from embroidery to hemming, or from 
tatting to knitting, and when once 
tliey realized that their country was 
really at war, this was not hard to 
do. One other way In which one 
would have Imagined that a woman 
might be of great service, was in 
her capacity us housewife, and from 
all reports she lias Indeed lived up 10 
the world's expectations In that line- 
By shopping early and carrying moN 
! of her purchases she has freed men 
I for active service. By preserving and 
; canning she has provided vegetable 
foods for her family, so that the sug- 
gestions of the food controller with 
regard to meat, etc., might be more 
easily carried out. In her spare time 
she has organized societies, with the 
object of sending necessities and 
comforts to those who are so brave- 
ly daring all for their homes, and 
also of providing for those who are 
dependent on them. She is, too, plan- 
ning for the future — when the coun- 
try will be filled with maimed and 
wounded. How are they to live? 
What are they to do? She is trying 
to solve • the problem and in the 
meantime doing all she can to help 
those who are discharged as unfit for 
further active service. AH these things 
lie within the woman's domain. It is 
her privilege and duty to perforin 
them, but the- present war has shown 
that there are ever so many other 
ways, hitherto unthought of. In which 
a woman may serve her country. 

Perhaps the lightest and least try- 
ing of these occupations is that of 
plan-tracing; with the making of aero- 
plane wings as a close second. It has 
been found that feminine labour ex- 
cels in both of these, as delicate ac- 
curate work, coupled with concentrat- 
ed application is essential, and cer- 
tainly women are capable of both of 
these. ' 

For some years past women have, 
It is true, been associated with nurs- 
ing and hospital work, but never to 
such an extent as now. Never be- 
fore have they equipped and organ- 
ized hospitals, or actually driven am- 
bulances under fire. 230 are now en- 
gaged in this last occupation, doin.? 
work absolutely Identically the same 
as that of the men. They have nevei 
acted as nurses on the hospital ships 
which skirt the borders of naval bat- 
tles, ready to rush in to the assist - 
I ance of the mutilated men-of-war as 
soon a» the fury of the engagement 
had abated. Two lady doctors have 
been granted the rank of major In 
the British Army in recognition of 
past services, and to facilitate those 
of the future. A prominent Montreal

INTERESTING DISCOURSE 



Lewis' Papers on Cubical Atoms 
and Theory of Valence Be. 
viewed. 



Yesterday afternoon, at the . regular 
meeting of the chemical Society. 
Trof. N. N. Evans addressed the 
members upon the subject of the re- 
lation between atomic structure and 
valency. The theory of G. W. Lewis 
as to the structure of the atom was 
shown by Prof. Evans to be a highly 
hypothetical one, and difficult of con- 
vincing proof. Thé lecturer, however, 
Justified his reputation of being able 
to make a subject as clear as the 
matter contained will allow. And a 
.lost interesting paper was the re- 
sult. 

Opening with a few modest state- 
ments, Prof. Evans proceeded to 
briefly outline the present concep- 
tions as to the structure of the atom. 
Ilutherford's theory as to the motion 
cf the electron shell around a posi- 
tive nucleus was contrasted to that 
one which maintains that there is re- 
latively no motion of the electrons. 
Tl'e tendency of electrons to form 
stable groups of eight, with the excep- 
tions of the cases of hydrogen and 
helium where two Is the rule, is tak- 
en by Lewis as the basis of his con- 
ceptions. The electrical forces set up 
by the occurrence of electric coup- 
lets go far to explain primarily the 
formation of molécules, and secondar- 
ily fundamental physical properties, 
such as surface tension, absorption 
and viscosity, 

On the assumption of changes in 
the outer shells of attracted atoms, 
Lewis attempts to explain conic dis- 
sociation. Moreover, the property cf 
polarity in compounds or its absence 
may be elucidated by this assump- 
tion, thus differentiating 'inorganic 
and organic compounds. The phe- 
nomenon of tautomerism in organic 
chemistry, and the absence of struc- 
tural formulae in Inorganic chemistry 
may be made clear according to Lewis 
by supposing a mobile equilibrium in 
reference to the relation of the elec- 
trons of attracted atoms. 

Lewis now formulates some eight 
po tulates and proceeds to apply these 
to the properties of simple sub- 
stances, such as Iodine and Oxy- 
gen. From such a consideration 
he puts forward the novel Idea of a 
cubical nucleus or kernel lor tho atom 
with its angles as points of electric 
attraction. Another new Idea is that 
of the triple bond as formed by the 
loss of the cubical shape with the

SIOUX FALLS. S.D.— The further 
teaching of the German language In 
the educational institutions of South 
Dakota is doomed by the action taken 
on Friday by the State Council of 
Defence at a meeting hero.

SERIOUMfEM OF PURPOI1. 



It is a rather common thing for the casual observer to find 
fault with the average college student of to-day, on the ground 
that he is too frivolous, and fails to take life seriously. While this 
point may often be exaggerated, it is none the less true that there 
is in it a good deal of foundation for the criticism. We must ad- 
mit, on looking with an impartial eye upon the modern college life, 
that a considerable number of students fail utterly to realize the 
serious purpose for which they have come to the University. Some, 
who are taking a college course more to please their relatives than 
from any desire of their own, are prone to regard it as a kind of 
glorified school, through which it is their wish to pass with as lit- 
tle work and as much "fun" as possible. Others spend so much 
time on undergraduate activities that they have very little time to do 
their work, which, after all, is the most serious thing in college 
life under normal circumstances. 

Now, the times in which we are now living are not at all nor 
mal. Practically the whole world is in a state of flux: boundaries 
are being changed, nations are being swept out of existence, and 
others are appearing on the map for the first time. When such 
momentous events are taking place, and when so many of our fel-

low-students are risking their lives in order that our country and 
her allies may not have to retreat a step from the high standard 
they have set for themselves, it is not merely folly, it is positively a 
sin for us who stay at home not to realize that we are here to prepare 
for the serious work of reconstruction after the war. 

There is a time for everything, and this is no time for foolery, 
Unless we are willing, for the tirao at least, to put aside some of 
the enjoyments that we have come to regard as almost indispens- 
able, we arc failing to realize our duty, and hence in the future 
are doomed to failure when we are faced by tho serious things of 
life.

doctor, who has just returned from 
the front brings word of a new field 
along this Une In which women are 
rapidly proving themselves indispens- 
able; that Is, as anaesthetists. Far 
from losing their nerve and fainting, 
as men will Invariably tell you wo- 
men do at the sight of an operation, 
they are proving such a success that 
there will, in future, probably be 
more feminine administrators of an- 
aesthetics than masculine. Red Cross 
work might be mentioned here the pre- 
paration of bandages, etc., although It 
really comes more under the head of 
what a woman can do In her own 
land. 

When we people of the R. V. C. 
came back in October, 1916, for the 
firat time we realized what a great 
drain the call for workers in muni- 
tion factories was making on the 
country, for our head table-maid had 
gone to England, bent on making pro- 
jectiles, and 1 don't think we shall 
ever have another guardian of the 
pantry quite bo efficient as Eliza. The 
production of munitions is one of the 
most Interesting, as well as popular, 
branches of war work. In July, 1916, 
there were, in England, 140,000 wo? 
men thus engaged, while during the 
year which followed, this number In- 
creased to 700,000. It is also the one 
In which class distinctions have to the 
greatest extent, been abolished — 
duchesa and domestic work side by 
side, for twelve hours a day, week 
In, week out, handling anything up 
to eighteen-pound shells, and their 
work has been pronounced "Excel- 
lent beyond expectation," by one who 
should be competent to Judge, a man 
who Investigated the munition manu- 
facture with the express purpose of 
finding every fault he could. He saye, 
in his report, they are "as keen as 
razors, as steady as rocks, as regular 
and reUable as the factory hooter," 
and "for munition work which is 
within their handling capacity they 
are apparently ideal workers." On 
the other hand, they are said to lack 
ambition, having very little Initiative 
and Inventiveness. This, I think, may 
be explained by the fact that women 
want to win the war, munitions are 
most necessary to do this, therefore, 
they say, make munitions as well and 
as swiftly as possible. What does 
promotion mean, anyway? The great- 
er number do not work for the money 
they receive, but for the knowledge 
that they are serving their country, 
and with this in mind it does not 
matter to them whether they are 
factory foremen or tin-punchers, so 
longea they are doing their best. As 



for initiative and Inventiveness, give 
them time, they have. only been work- 
ing for four yean, and they are so 
intent on what they are doing that 
they have no time to waste speculat- 
ing on what might or might not turn 
out to be Improvements.

A second more or lesa out of the 
way pursuit for women, In which they 
seem to hava become Interested since 
the war, though not to the same ex- 
tent aa munition work, la labour on 
the farms, In the orchards, and In 
dairies. One hears lengthy discussions 
both favourable and the reverse, on 
the firat of these three, but whan it 
comes down to fact, there does not 
seem to be much to all the talk. It 
la true that work of thla aort has been 
undertaken In a small degree, but tho 
following figures may give an Idea as 
to what extent work of thla kind is 
being done, or rather la almply be- 
ing left undone. In Great Britain be- 
fore the war, there were 13 million 
men engaged In occupationa of this 
sort. The war carried off 7 of these 
U, thus leaving, In a double sense, 
open fields for those women who chose 
to step into the places of the men 
who had gone, but only 600,000 who 
before the war had not had to work 
for a living turned out. Much aa 
woman says she wants emancipation, 
It does not seem to appeal to her from 
behind the plough. . These remarks 
apply more to English speaking coun- 
tries. In France conditions are dif- 
ferent — the peasant women ara ac- 
customed to a certain amount of 
manual farm work, and there are 
many, many, Instances to-day of the 
little farms in that country being rud 
by the wives of the poilus at the 
front, not so very far away. A much 
less arduous form of farm labour la 
that of gardening, and it seems to be 
quite attractive, a Jobblng-lady-gar- 
dener being a person very often seen. 
In numerous cases, for example, at 
Wycombe Abbey, one of the largest 
girl schools In England, these lady 
gardenera take charge of the huge 
playing fields and gardens in con 
nection* with the schools, and under 
their direction the girls themselves 
keep the grounds In order, cutting 
urass, growing vegetables, etc., and in 
this way not only learn, but help. 
Here in Canada last summer there was 
a cry from the fruit farms that help 
was urgently needed, and the call was 
answered by many college girls, who 
thoroughly enjoyed their experience, 
but whether they would care to un-

r the breeds. Among; the stock-raising 
nations, Argentina hold third rank In 
CAttle and horses, being beaten by the 
r United HUtes and Russia; It Is sec- 
ond only to Australia in the number 
of sheep, but In swine she heads one 
of the lowest ranks. In thè matter 
of exports of live animals and meat 
■ products, Argentina In 1915 sent out 
about 1300,000,000 worth, chiefly to 
the following countries In this order: 
the United Kingdom, United States, 
Franca, IUly, Braill, tha Netherlands, 
Sweden, Spain and Denmark. In 1913 
Germany ranked second to Great 
Britain as an Importer of Argentine 
oducU of all kinds, but now she has 
ÉJltlrely disappeared from the list. 

rever, exports to the United SUtea 
have trebled since then, and they hava 
increased considerably to the United 
I . Kingdom, to France, and to Italy, it 
Is worthy of consideration that her 
I exports to Sweden have increased 
five-fold In that period, and a further 
leap is shown during the first nine 
months reported for 1916. On the 
other hand, her exports to the Nether- 
I lands hava decreased somewhat. 

We find the form which the ex- 
ports of the pastoral industry take is 
chiefly that of frozen beef and mut- 
ton. This has far outdistanced the 
old dried meat Industry, owing to the 
use of modem refrigeration methods. 
Argentina was the first country to ex- 
port frozen and chilled meat to Eu- 
rope. To take the statistics for the 
first nine months of 1916, there were 
exported 291,900 tons of frozen beef, 
41.000 tons of frozen mutton, and 35,- 
000 tons of lard and tallow. Other 
important animal products are wool, 
preserved meat, hides and Rklns. 

The Industries of Argentina are 
closely related to its products. A 
large proportion, indeed, of the Ar- 
gentina factories are merely auxiliary 
to the production of raw material, be- 
ing creameries, butter factories, freez- 



ing establishments, cheese-making 
factories, and the like. Brewing anil 
distilling are both Important, and 
there are said to be 130 distilleries and 
32 breweries In the country. The 
sugar factories of Tucuman turn out 
a great quantity of rum. As BUgar 
planting Is being encouraged In the 
north -eastern provinces, the manu- 
facture of that article is gradually In- 
creasing. There are numerous flour- 
mills, as would be expected in a great 
wheat country. There are also many 
tobacco factories with a considerable 
output. There arc a few cotton mills 
and weaving factories, but most of 
the textiles are imported. In fact, 
clothing is the largest Item on the list 
of Imports, although all manufactured 
articles stand hlgu. 

Manufacturers In Argentina are 
heavily protected, but they have as 
yet made little progress. Lack of coal 
Is a great hindrance. 

Steamers arrive and depart regu- 
larly from the ports of Argentina to 
all quarters of the earth. There are 
fifty lines with agencies in Buenos 
Aires. Before the war regular pas- 
senger service was maintained to the 
vbHous portB of Knrope. While since 
the war this service is more or less 
Interrupted, the connections with the 
United States have Improved on what 
they were. 

There, are more than 22,000 miles of 
railways in Argentina. Of these 7,000 
miles are of narrow gauge; 1,645 miles 
of standard gauge; and 13,000 miles of 
broad gauge. With the exception of 
3,866 miles belonging to the state, it 
Is owned by private corporations. The 
gradual railway expansion places the 
Republic ninth among the countries 
of the world in length of railways, be- 
ing surpassed by the United States, 
Germany, Russia, France, India. Great 
Britain, Austria-Hungary and Can- 
ada. The nation has realized that to 
have a population to develop the rich 
soil of the country the railway must 
go in advance of settlement. Surveys 
have therefore been encouraged, and 
actual construction has been hasten- 



ed into remote regions. The natural 
tendency has been for the lines to 
converge from the Interior toward cer- 
tain central eastern points from which 
oversea traffic could start. Buenos 
Aires has always been the principal 
terminal. Santa Fe and Rosarla on 
the Parana, and Bahla Blanca to the 
south on the Atlantic, are also im- 
portant objective points. Of course, 
the splendid river system of the Re- 
public has been of Immense advant- 
age In developing the exportation of 
her agricultural and pastoral pro- 
ducts. . 

We have seen hew since the out- 
break of war there has been a de- 
crease In some of tha agricultural ex- 
ports, and the crop failures were as- 
signed as the main cause of it. Othet 
forces have combined to injure tha 
commerce of the country, as we shall 
Bee from an article In the New Yor'x 
"Nation" of last year. To quote from 
it in part: "News of the outbreak of 
that titanic struggle surprised Buenos 
Aires at the critical juncture when a 
marvellous boom had been checked by 
crop failures, caused by a series of 
severe droughts. The European con- 
flict Intensified the crisis. The 
withdrawal of English and French 
caplul has crippled her industrial 
activities. For Argentine capitalists 
do not appear anxious to pfofit by 
the occasion to replace European capi- 
tal with their own monies which are 
lying idle In the banks. Industries 
have consequently been arrested; 
railways have been forced to relin- 
quish projected extensions and to dis- 
miss many employees. On the other 
hand, the war has encouraged the es- 
tablishment of certain new Industries 
In Argentina, as witness the es tab - 

I llshment at Buenos Aires of a boot and 
shoe factory and a sword factory. In- 
ability to procure coal at any price 
has forced -the citizens of Argentina 

I to fell the "quebracho" forests of the 
north for use a3 fuel, and leagues of 
rich soil have thus been prepared for 
settlement The demand for wool and 
wheat and meat for the Allies has 



brought much gold to the "estan- 
cleros," the owners of large ranches." 

"On the foreign trade of Argentina 
the effects of the war have been most 
serious. Just before the outbreak of 
the struggle, Germany was making an 
aggressive effort to obtain Argentine 
trade; keen competition was going on 
between English and German steam- 
ship lines plying between Europe and 
South America; freight as well as 
passenger rates weer exceedingly low. 
Argentine meat, hides, wheat and wool 
could be marketed In Europe with 
comparative ease. To-day not only has 
the stimulus of German competition 
been removed, but much English ton- 
nage has been taken from the South 
American trade. Since the war broke 
out the freight rates 'charged by Eng- 
lish companies have Increased tenfold 
or more. To say the least, the mar- 
keting of cerUtn Argentine products 
has been hampered. Then, too, the 
prices of English goods have In many 
cases advanced; German goods, which 
many Argentines prefer, no longer 
find their way to Buenos Aires, in 
large quantities; and as yet the mer- 
chants of 'The Great Republic of the 
North* can scarcely be said to have 
appreciated the situation." 

The moral drawn by the author of 
this article is that American mer- 
chants should become awake to the sit- 
uation and try to supply the Argen- 
tine market with what she has for- 
merly received from Europe. That 
they have been taking advantage of 
that opportunity is shown by the fact 
that trade between the United States 
and Argentina is three times as great 
as In the year before the war. 

That conditions in Argentina may 
be further altered by her entry into 
the war on the side of the Allies is 
quite within the bounds of possibil- 
ity. The attitude of President Iri- 
goyen. though It has been freely criti- 
cised, Is not unlike that of President 
Wllston before the United States de- 
finitely Joined the Allies. He is evi- 
dently trying to feel the pulse of the 
nation before committing himself, 



dertake such work as a definite occu- 
pation is another question. Dairy 
work, especially in England, seems In 
be more popular, perhaps because it 
:s leas strenuous, ami milk-girls are 
proving quite a familiar Institution, a; 
least In the country and the villages. 
By this I do not mean that all these 
girls have to do Is to drive a light cart 
around a given route — far different 
and otherwise. t.p at unheard of 
hours, rain or shine, hot or cold, milk 
the cows, anything, everything that a 
regular farm hand would have to do, 
and then the ride over the country 
side to deliver the milk. Even when 
they return, all is not finished — 
cows have to be milked twice a day, 
and cannot be allowed to wander Into 
other people's gardens at their own 
sweet will. Oh, It is no easy job, I 
am assured by one of my school 
friends, who has been acting In this 
capacity for some time now. 

Police work seems to have been 
the next thing at which women 
wished to try their hand and now, In 
England, twelve dtiea, town* and 
boroughs are employing police girls, 
especially in the guarding of great 
munition plants. At present their sta- 
tus Is unsatisfactory, but their work 
haa been such as to make their recog- 
nition more general, and their pay 
more substantial in the near future. 
These police should ndt be confused 
with the women's police patrol, which 
is of the same nature, except that it 
it Is rather more monetory and ad- 
visory, not handling any cases which 
come under the Jurisdiction of the re- 
gular police. It Is interesting here to 
note that last month a woman was ap- 
pointed deputy police commissioner in 
New York. This was probably no> 
undertaken as war-work, but at \ny 
rate it is a straw which shows In what 
direction the wind Is blowing! 

Another even mere maicullne Job 
has been attacked both in England 
and France, that of running the 'buses 
and street cars, and also of acting as 
conductors on the same. It requires 
a great deal of strength to manage 
the former, but those women who 
have tried It declare they are cap- 
able of doing everything from turn- 
ing the engine Inside out to turning 
it back again! In Paris, and in tho 
suburbs of London, as well as In 
some of the large English cities It 
Is not quite such strenuous work as 
the trams correspond to our street 
cars, being run on the same princi- 
ple; and, from personal experience, 
I can say it is not very difficult to 
manage one of them. In Glasgow 
alone there are 250 drivers and 1,293 
conductoresses, who are said to Be 
cool and competent, and to have had 
fewer accidents than the men whose 
places they are taking. 

Closely allied to the work on the 
'bus is the work on the railroads. In 
England, before the war, girls were 
seen acting as cashiers at the Bta 
tlon refreshment stands, and char 
women were employed to clean the 
cars. Now they have been promoted 
to platform porters, ticket collectors, 
booking and parcel clerks, and telo 
graph operators. In the United SUtes 
as well, women seem to be coming to 
the fore on the railways, but only as 
a temporary form of labour, the con 
census of opinion among railway ex 
ports being that after the war the de 
mand for them in this sort of work 
will be reduced to a minimum. At 
present they are used in almost all 
capacities Involving manual work, 
from scrap -loading up, but on the 
average two Women are employed for 
the work done by one man before the 
war. Whether or not this will ever 
be the case In England It is diflculi 
to say. From .the tone of the article 
In "Literary Digest," from which these 
facts were taken, I should say never, 
but who can tell t > what length* the" 
war may force us? Look what It had 
done In Russia, e dually driven the 
women to the front In organized units, 
where they have fought and died, side 
by side with their men. They did not 
want to go, they did not even think It 
was right for women to go, but their 
men were falling them, and as they 
expressed il ,"It is wrong for women 
to go to war, but we Russian women 
had to do It." None of them wanted 
to have homes at the price of a Ger- 
man victory; of what use was that 
privilege in a country owned by such 
ah enemy? But the women on the 
other side of the front are working, 
even as we are working here, and one 
of the most curious things they have 
done Is to cut off their hair and make 
It Into belts and straps to run sub- 
marine engines.

and his descent from a French Basque 
family precludes the likelihood of his 
being to any degree pro-German per- 
sonally. 

His position differs from Presi- 
dent Wilson's, and is- made much more 
difficult, by the fact that Argentina Is 
Just emerging from the serious finan- 
cial crisis referred to above. There Ib, 
however, plenty of money, even idle 
money, In the country, and the crops 
are promising well, so that a return 
to good monetary conditions may con- 
fidently he looked for In the near fu- 
ture. Once the financial problem Is 
solved, prominent American opinion 
seems to be that Argentina will line 
up with Brazil and the United States. 

Whatever the future may hold for 
the political history of this young na- 
tion, we can with confidence predict 
a sure and rapid increase in her eco- 
nomic standing among the nations of 
the world. For when the war is over 
and world trade has readjusted itself, 
surely we can look Tor an Immigra- 
tion from Europe to rill up these vast 
agricultural lands which are capable 
of supplying so much of the food- 
stuffs of the world.

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Wheat, as is well known, is the most 
important crop. Unlike the pastoral 
Industry, land cultivation is compara- 
tively modern. In 1854 there were on- 
ly 375,000 acres under tillage of all 
kinds, and the area Increased very 
slowly until the beginning of the pres- 
ent generation. The promise of the 
country was long recognised, but not 
till quite recent years did foreign capi- 
tal venture to trust itself to a land 
with a political reputation of Argen- 
tina; and thus, without railway de- 
velopment, the export of agricultural 
produce was impossible. The encour- 
agement of Immigration and the intro- 
duction of capital, and thus of im- 
proved methods of communication, 
caused progress to be very rapid, and 
whereas in 1874 the wheat area was 
only 271,000 acres, in 1916 it was 16,- 
413,150. It was slightly less In 1917. 
The last accurate figures I have been 
able to get show that In the season 
of 1815 Argentina ranked sixth in the 
countries of the world in the produc- 
tion of wheat, but as an exporter she 
was second only to the United States, 
the reason being that Bhe requires 
much less for home consumption than 
her rivals, Russia, Inala, Canada and" 
France. Indeed, Russia In that year 
exported only a negligible quantity and 
France, owing to war conditions, did' 
not raise enough to feed herself. 
Since the "beginning of the war there 
has been, of course, a great incentive 
to the raising of wheat In Argentina, 
and we find an increase }n production 
accordingly. At least, we find an In- 
crease In acreage. Unfortunately, 
owing to severe droughts the crop for 
1916-17 did not amount to quite half 
of that of the previous year, the fall 
being from over 4,600.000 tons to only 
8,106,000 tons. At the time when the 
war began, too, tArg*iaijna, *aa caught 
with a crop shortage for the same 
reason. 

Next to wheat, maize is the great 
cereal raised and exported. It euf- 
fers from the same natural condi- 
tions that affect the wheat crop, Its 
decline in the last three years hav- 
ing been even more marked than that 
of wheat. Since the season of 1914- 
16 the acreage has decreased some- 
what, vis., trom over 10 million acres 
to not quite 9 million In 1916-17, y.t 
the decrease In produce in those three 
years has been startling. In 1914-15 
the yield was slightly over 8 H million 
tons; In 1915-16 It was Just over 4 
million tons, and last year It was only 
1,494,000 tons. However, with favour- 
able 'weather conditions we may look 
for a good crop for the coming winter. 
Of course, the seasons are Just the re- 
verse of ours, since Argentina Is south 
of the equator. 

Of linseed Argentina Is by far the 
greatest exporter in the world. She 
exported 688,654 tons in 1916. The 
chief agricultural exports besides 
wheat, maize and linseed are oats, 
barley, potatoes, and hay. The total 
value of her agricultural exports for, 
1916 was Just over 1800,000,000. 

The second great source of national 
wealth Is the pastoral Industry. The 
old form of Argentine stock raising has 
of late years been undergoing a pro- 
found modification. The traditional 
ranch or "estancia," Is giving way to 
well-managed farms. In the old days 
the cattle were left to roam at will 
on vast prairies, exposed to all the var- 
iations of weather and temperature, 
feeding only on the grass of their pas- 
tures. Instead, we find carefully en- 
closed pastures, where the animals 
get the benefit of better feed, toge- 
ther with the shelter of barns and 
stables. This Is resulting In a better 
grade of cattle, and consequently bet- 
ter financial returns from the Indus- 
try. 

In the last thirty years there has 
been a constant increase in the num- 
ber of cattle, horses, and swine, but 
sheep have decreased for various rea- 
sons, the chief being that they take 
much more room to graze than do the 
other animals, and that better re- 
turns can be obtained from the same 
areas In cereal -raising. 

In 1915 the number of animals with- 
in the Republic was estimated at: 
Cattle, about 30 million; sheep, 81 
million; horses. 9 million; goats, 4 H 
million, and swine over 3 million. The 
total value of this live stock Is estim- 
ated at 1700,000,000 gold. Much of 
this stock is of mixed blood, but in 
recent years Argentina has imported 
the best animals available to Improve
